every pipe is located and 
size as well.

Secondary, 84 and Grammar, KH per­ 
cent. The yearly average has

county last year.

Mrs. Harry Altlared, York, who was 
one of three persons seriously injured 
in a crash between an automobile and 
a motorcycle on the Lincoln highway 
near the Kneutz Creek bridge, 
last 
November 2, died Friday morning at 
the York hospital, following an oper­ 
ation for the amputation of her right

However the 
great 
American people never lost confidence 
in Old Abe. 
The third feature discussed by Dr. 
Wagner was that Lincoln was a part 
of the divine plan of God. 
Although 
Lincoln believed in himself, it was not 
with the bold, bald egotism that ends 
in personal weakness, but the personal 
confidence* of strength which 
grows 
out of power which he had. Even when 
advised of plans for his assassination 
he remained firm in his conviction that 
it was better to keep the faith of his 
office, even though it meant his death. 
The magnanimity of the man 
was 
almost beyond comprehension and is 
well shown by his patience with Gen­ 
eral McClellan, who treated the Presi­ 
dent with the greatest discourtesy. 
Lincoln said on one occasion regard­ 
ing the treatment given him by Mc­ 
Clellan that “he would gladly hold the 
General’s horse if he would do some­ 
thing for the country.” Again Secre­ 
tary Chase of the Treasury depart­ 
ment was elevated by the President to 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
even after he had openly misused Lin­ 
coln . 
Tenderness was another side of this 
great man which occasioned much 
comment, even during his life. 
The 
speaker told in an effective manner of 
his granting pardons to the twenty 
two draft rioters from Potter 
Co., 
this slate, and his great distress over 
executions made in the army, which it 
was thought very unwise for him * to 
stay. .A s a poet, the’ blue skies over
